The  reading  of  the  resolution  kindled  a  storm  of 
excitement.  Dr.  Leeds,  of  Pennsylvania,  was  opposed 
to  the  resolution  offered  by  his  colleague.  Mr.  Goddard, 
of  Ohio,  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the  table.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Doane  desired  the  resolution  to  be  laid  upon 
the  table  without  discussion.  .Judge  Chambers,  ol 
Maryland,  was  for  choking  off-all  discussion  on  tire  sub-' 
ject.  Mr.  Hoffman,  ol  New  York,  called  for  the  y< 
and  nays  on  the  question  of  laying  the  resolution 
the  table.

Mr.  Ruggles,  of  New  York,  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  vote. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Carpenter,  ot  New  Jersey,  the  Rev.  Mi 
Goodwin  of  Philadelphia,  and  Judge  Conningnam  o 
Pennsylvania  ably  sustained  the  motion  made  by  Mi 
Ruggles.  Judge  Chambers  made  a  discursive  speech 
against  reconsideration.  Judge  Redfield  objected  to 
the  form  of  the  resolution,  giving  that  as  the  reason 
why  he  voted  to  lay  it  on  the  table.  lie  said  he 
thought  the  less  we  said,  and  the  less  we  did  in  tbs 
direction,  the  better  it  would  be  for  the  peace  of  til- 
country.  He  intimated  that  the  reporters  might  per¬ 
haps  say  that  the  Convention  had  refused  even  to  pray 
against  the  rebellion. 

Mr.  Ruggles  was  surprised  that  Judge  Chambers 
should  call  him  a  “  firebrand  ”  for  asking  a  reconsid¬ 
eration  of  the  vote. 

,  The  Hon.  Murray  Hoffman  made  an  eloquent  argu¬ 
ment  in  favor  of  the  spirit  of  the  resolution,  and  ! 
mated  that  he  designed  at  some  future  time  to  i 
duce  a  series  of  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  question 
under  discussion. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Doane,  of  New  Jersey  (son  of  the  late 
Bishop  Doane),  desired  the  Convention  to  say  nothing 
and  do  nothing  in  relation  to  the  subject. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mead,  of  Conn.,  offered  a  substitute  fc 
the  resolution. 

Ex-Governor  Hunt,  of  N.  Y.,  arose  and  said  he  had 
come  to  the  Convention  not  expecting  that  the  tronblei 
of  the  country  would  be  brought  up  in  any  form  ir 
that  body.  There  was  no  reason  why  the  Church 
should  make  expressions  of  loyalty.  He  would  n 
it  in  deference  to  the  press  nor  any  outside -influence. 
He  considered  it  one  of  the  most  fortunate  events  that 
the  Church  was  entirely  free  from  all  responsibility 
for  the  rebellion.  The  apple  of  discord  has  neve 
been  allowed  in  the  Church.  He  could  proclaim  befoi 
high  Heaven  that  the  Church  was  not  responsible  for 
the  evils  that  have  fallen  upon  the  land.  He  had  hoped 
no  propositions  would  he  brought  forward  that  would 
stand  in  the  way  of  the  future  union  of  the  South  w 
the  North.

He  boldly  charged  that  this  dif¬ 
ference  of  opinion  was  hut  the  echo  of  the  gun  fired 
Richmond  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Convc 
tion,  when  out  of  courtesy  to  delegates  from  another 
section  of  the  country,  certain  questions  on  which  they 
were  sensitive  were  kept  in  the  background  and  lost. 
This  was  not  now  a  question  of  rebellion  against  the 
government  merely,  but  of  rebellion  against  the  Church.

Human  nature  and  Southern 
human  nature  would  respect  us  the  more  for  taking  a 
decided  stand  on  this  question.  If  the  Church  South 
had  done  its  duty,  Hie  rebellion  would  not  have 
assumed  the  phase  it  has  taken.  He  had  in  his  hand  a 
letter  from  Bishop  Polk  which  afforded  proof  of  that 
fact.  The  Church  South  had  ignored  the  Church  North, 
and  adopted  another  form  of  prayer  for  the  Confed¬ 
eracy,  instead  of  for  the  United  States.  The  South  lias 
ignored  the  prayer-book,  ignored  the  Church,  and 
open  rebellion  against  the  Church.  The  men  who  stood 
arrayed  against  the  Church  and  country  ought  to  have 
been,  and  might  have  been,  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty,  the  conservators  of  our  national  unity.  It  was 
the  duty  of  that  body,  as  intrusted  with  the  keeping  of 
the  Church,  to  rebuke  those  who  had  offended.  They 
theh'  °Wa  ?elf-’-espect  to  take  a  manly  and 
Christian  course,  and  administer  rebuke  where  sin 
was  committed,  otherwise  in  the  event  of  a 
Union  of  the  Church  their  Southern  brethren  would 
despise  them.  I  he  Rev.  Doctor  was  exceedingly  elo- 
quent,  and  produced  a  profound  sensation  in  the  House 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Godwin,  of  Pennylvania,  followed  in  a 
calm,  philosophical  and  exhaustive  argument.  He  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  answer  every  question  raised  against  the 
resolution,  and  said  that  the  adoption  of  a  prayer  for 
the  country,  in  which  they  could  all  unite  w 
demanded  at  that  moment.  lie  quoted  the  rebellion 
the  South,  ami  the  treason  ol  churchmen,  some 
whom  might  believe  they  were  right,  to  show  th 
private  conscience  could  not  be  depended  on  as  a  guide 
in  the  matter. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  the  speaker  was  inter¬ 
rupted  by  Judge  Chambers  of  Maryland,  who  wished 
the  Convention  to  note  that  he  had  not  introduced 
politics  for  their  consideration.

I  might,  perhaps,  with  propriety  stop  here,  but 
the  duties  of  my  present  position  will  not  allow  me 
return  to  New  York  for  some  time,  and  possibly  not 
until  after  the  election. has  been  held,  I  ask  your  indul¬ 
gence  while  I  express  briefly  my  views  as  to  the  ques¬ 
tions  involved  in  the  canvass. 

1  think  I  cannot  be  mistaken  in  assuming  that  the 
election  will  turn  upon  the  necessity  of  sustaining  our 
National  government  in  its  effort  to  uphold  itself,  and 
territorial  integrity,  and  especially  upon 


I  entirely  approve  of, that  proclamation,  and  commend 
it  to  the  support  of  the  electors  of  New  York  for  the 
following  reasons  : 

1.  It  is  an  effectual  aid  to  the  speedy  and  complete 
suppression  of  this  rebellion. 

Six  or  eight  million  of  whites,  having  had  time  to 
organize  their  government  and  arm  their  troops,  fed 
and  supported  by  the  labor  of  four  million  of  slai 
present  the  most  iormidable  rebellion  recorded  in  1 


Strike  from  this  rebellion  the  support  which  it 
derives  from  the  unrequited  toil  of  these  slaves,  and  its 
foundation  will  be  undermined. 

2.  It  is  the  most  humane  method  of  putting  down  the 
rebellion,  the  history  of  which  has  clearly  proved  that  | 
the  fears  of  slave  insurrections  and  massacres  are 
entirely  unfounded.  While  the  slaves  earnestly  desire 
freedom,  they  have  shown  no  disposition  to  injure  their 
masters,  they  will  cease  to  work  lor  them  without 
wages,  but  they  will  form  throughout  the  Southern 
States,  the  most  peaceful  and  docile  peasantry 
face  of  the  earth. 

The  slave-owners  once  compelled  to  work  for  their 
own  support,  the  war  must  cease  and  its  appalling 
hage  come  to  an  end. 

3.  The  emancipation  once  effected,  the  Northern 
States  would  be  forever  relieved,  as  it  is  right  that 
they  should  he,  from  tlie  fears  of  a  great  influx  of 
African  laborers  disturbing  the  relations  ot  these 

I  N.orthen  industrial  classes  who  have  so  freely  given  I 
their  lives  to  the  support  of  the  government. 

This  done,  and  the  whole  African  population  will 
drift  to  the  South,  where  it  will  find  a  congenial  climate 
and  vast  tracts  of  land  never  yet  cultivated. 

I  forbear  to  enter  into  the  discussion  of  the  great' 
increase  of  trade  to  the  Northern  States  and  the  whole 
commercial  world  which  would  result  from  the  wants 
of  four  million  of  free  and  paid  laborers 
same  number  held  as  heretofore  in  slavery. 

I  forbear  also  to  enter  into  the  question  of  the  ulti¬ 
mate  vast  increase  in  the  production  of  the  great 
Southern  staples.  This  is  not  a  time  to  consider  ques¬ 
tions  of  profit.  It  will  long  be  remembered,  to  the 
great  honor  ol  the  merchants,  bankers,  and  manufac¬ 
turers  of  the  North,  that  giving  the  lie  to  the  calumnies 
ol  slave-breeding  aristocrats,  who  charge  them  with 
being  degraded  and  controlled  hy  the  petty  profits  ol 
traffic,  they  have  met  the  numerous  sacrifices  of  this 
great  struggle  with  a  cheerfulness  and  promptness  oi 
which  history  furnishes  no  parallel. 

Nor  is  the  question  now  before  us  one  of  philanthropy 
alone,  sacred  as  are  the  principles  therein  involved,  nor 
is  it  a  question  of  abstract  ideas,  involving  an  unprofit¬ 
able  discussion  of  the  equality  of  races.  It  is  simply 
a  question  of  war,  of  national  life  or  death,  and  of  tlie 
mode  in  which  we  can  most  surely  and  effectually 
uphold  our  government  and  maintain  its  unity  and 
supremacy. 

Our  foreign  enemies,  for  it  is  not  to  be  disguised  that 
we  have  such,  reproach  us  with  waging  a  territorial 
war.  So  we  do ;  but  that  territory  is  our  country. 
For  maintaining  its  greatness  and  power  among  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  by  holding  it  together,  they  hate 
ns.  We  can  bear  it ;  but  if  we  were  to  yield  to  their 
suggestions,  and  submit  to  its  dismemberment,  they 
would  forever  despise  us. 

This  great  domain,  from  tlie  lakes  to  the  gulf,  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  one  country  ;  governed  by 
one  idea — freedom — is  yet  destined  to  dictate  terms,  if 
need  he,  to  the  world  in  arms,  and  X  hold  that  man  to 
be  a  traitor  and  acoward,  who,  under  any  defeats, any 
pressure  of  adversity  however  great,  any  calamities 
however  dire,  would  give  up  oue  acre  of  it. 

It  is  more  than  a  year  siuce  1  left  our  State.  Great  I 
changes  have  taken  place  within  that  period.  Costly 
victories  and  disastrous  defeats  have,  in  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  ot  war,  befallen  our  arms.  Bereavement  and  des¬ 
titution  have  overtaken  many  families. 

I  can  only  judge  of  the  spirit  ot  my  fellow-citizens 
of  New  York  by  that  of  her  gallant  sons  who  have 
rushed  to  the  field.  These  I  have  seen  in  great  num¬ 
bers,  and  particularly  those  who  have  been  in  the  hos¬ 
pitals  within  my  command. 

Among  these  brave  men,  feeble  and  exhausted  hy 
disease,  tortured  and  mutilated  by  cruel  wounds,  1  have 
never  yet  heard  the  first  word  ot  despair, -the  first  sigh 
of  regret,  that  they  had  given  health  and  life  to  their 
country. 

if  we  may  judge  of  the  spirit  of  those  they  have 
left  at  home,  and  who  may  yet  be  called  to  the  field,  hy 
the  heroic  temper  of  these  men,  wo  have  nothing  to 
'  ar  as  to  the  result. 

In  the  solernu  verdict  of  the  ballot  and  the  deadly 
conflict  of  battle  the  government  of  the  people  will  be 
sustained. 

I  beg  that  you  will  accept  for  yourself,  and  convey 
to  the  members  of  the  Convention  over  which  you  presi¬ 
ded,  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  great  honor  which  they 
did  me  in  placing  my  name  belore  the  electors  of  New

The  reception  of  the  Great  Proclamation  by  the 
loyal  people  of  the  North  has  been  such  as  they 
that  have  long  hoped  and  prayed  for  it  could  have 
desired.  The  time  was  fully  ripe  for  the  measure, 
and  it  has  met  with  a  response  of  marvellous  unan¬ 
imity  and  enthusiasm  from  all  true  hearts.  It  has 
been  a  touchstone  to  try  the  genuineness  of  loyalty, 
and  much  has  proved  dross  that  had  passed  current 
for  fine  gold.  This  is  one  of  its  blessed  incidents. 
It  divides  the  precious  from  the  vile,  the  false  from 
the  true,  the  goats  from  the  sheep.  The  secret  ene¬ 
mies  of  the  government,  who  masked  their  scarcely- 
concealed  treason  under  the  show  of  peculiar  and 
eminent  fidelity  to  the  Constitution,  and  who  believed 
that  they  could  depend  on  the  President  as  the  dupe 
if  not  the  accomplice  of  their  treachery,  now  stand 
displayed  to  the  sight  and  scorn  of  all  honest  men. 
They  pledged  themselves,  forsooth,  to  stand  by  the 
President,  believing  in  their  hearts  that  he  would 
stand  hy  them.  They  deprecated  all  interference 
with  the  safety  or  comfort  of  slavery  by  Congress'} 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  the  peculiar  and  especial 
prerogative  of  the  President  to  disturb  its  rest  or  ils 
life,  in  the  firm  faith  that  he  never  would  do  any 
thing  of  the  kind.  And  the  new  party  in  Massachu¬ 
setts,  the  breath  of  whose  nostrils  is  hatred  of  Sena¬ 
tor  Sumner  and  the  single  end  of  whose  existence 
to  defeat  his  reelection,  made  support  of  the  Pre 
dent  the  trump  card  of  their  hand,  believing  that  he 
could  be  played  effectually  to  make  the  game  of  the 
great  Massachusetts  Senator  a  losing  one.  And  just 
at  this  moment  the  President  interposes  his  procla¬ 
mation,  covering  more  ground  than  Mr.  Sumner  him¬ 
self  had  ventured  to  hope  for,  and  fully  accepting 
him  as  the  exponent  of  his  policy  which  there  his 
enemies  had  just  pledged  themselves  to  sustain. 
There  was  never  a  happier  coincidence  than  the 
timing  of  the  proclamation,  considered  in  its  relations 
to  treason  at  the  North  even  more  than  to  rebellion 
at  the  South. 

With  the  exception  of  the  few  shameless  presses 
and  profligate  politicians  who  seem  really  to  feel  that 
affection  for  their  Southern  masters  which  they  slan- 
derouslv  attribute  to  their  black  brethren  in  bondage, 
and  heart’s  desire  it  is  to  see  slavery  reesta¬ 

blished  in  its  dominion  over  the  whole  land  more 
firmly  and  more  despotic  than  ever,  with  these  excep¬ 
tions,  there  seems  to  have  been  but  one  feeling,  of 
relief  from  anxious  expectation  and  long-waiting 
hope,  fast  turning  to  despair,  and  of  joy  that  a  way 
of  permanent  deliverance  has  at  last  been  opened. 
We  are  now  rewarded  for  the  tedious  months  of 
delay,  which  have  lagged  so  slowly  over  our  heads, 
that  we  watched  wearily  until  our  hearts  almost 
sickened.  And  as  it  has  not  come  too  late,  perhaps 
it  comes  with  a  greater  momentum  for  the  adjour 
ment  of  our  hopes.  The  Abolitionists  took  the 
ground,  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  that  the  occa¬ 
sion  had  come  which  the  patriarch  John  Quincy 
Adams  had  seen  in  vision,  when  slavery  might  he 
abolished  by  proclamation,  under  the  war-powers  of 
the  Constitution.  They  argued  that  neither  victory 
nor  peace  could  be  had  as  long  as  slavery,  the  cause 
and  the  main  stay  ot  the  war,  was  upheld  by  the 
National  arm,  or  not  destroyed  by  it.  Like  other 
prophets  they  uttered  their  words  in  unheeding 
It  was  affirmed  that  the  war  had  no  quarrel 
slavery,  But  with  rebellion  only,  and  that  its  eiiti 
to  reestablish  the  Union,  at  all  points,  as  it 
before  it  began.  We  never  urged  this  action  upon 
the  government  on  the  ground  of  its  being  sanctioned 
by  justice  and  humanity.  We  knew  that,  in  a  se 
the  government  had  no  business  with  either  the 
or  the  other  in  its  governing  capacity.  We  pressed 
.it  upon  the  country,  the  Congress  and  the  President 
as  the  only  effectual  way  of  conquering  a  peace,  as  a 
war  measure,  pure  and  simple.  But  none  of  these 
great  Powers  believed  that  it  was  so,  and  they  all 
waited  to  see  the  effect  of  our  arms  in  reducing  the 
rebels  to  submission,  without  any  disturbance  of 
their  domestic  relations  and  institutions.  All  the 
honest  part  of  the  nation  have  seen  the  error  of  their 
ways,  through  the  disasters  and  distresses  of  the  last 
fifteen  or  Sixteen  months.  Light  has  glimmered 
through  that  gloom  enough  to  show  them  that  they 
must  choose  between  being  slaves  themselves  or  giv¬ 
ing  freedom  to  the  slaves  of  the  rebels.  None  hesi¬ 
tate  at  the  choice  but  those  who  choose  darkness 
rather  than  light  and  political  serfage  to  the  liberty 
of  the  children  of  light.  - 

To  he  sure,  we  still  believe  that  if  the 
been  pressed  vigorously  last  Autumn  and  the  rebel 
Capital  been  in  our  hands  last  December,  as  we  all 
now  know  that  it  might  have  been,  a  temporary 
peace  could  have  been  patched  up  and  the  rebellion 
salved  over  with  disgraceful  and  ruinous  compro¬ 
mises.  But  this  would  have  been  nb  true  victory,  no 
lasting  peace.  The  rebels  would  have  accepted  such 
a  plan  of  pacification  only  as  an  opportunity  for 
preparing  for  another  attempt  to  ruin  if  they  could 
succeed  in  ruling  the  nation.  The  political  agitations 
arising  out  of  the  new  and  more  stringent  relations 
of  slavery  throughout  the  country  would  have  been 
fiercer  and  bitterer  than  ever,  and  the  country  would 
have  been  hardly  a  fit  habitation  for  honest  men. 
Such  a  state  of  thiugs  must  have  resulted  in  an  out¬ 
break  of  civil  war,  sooner  or  later.  The  passions  of 
men  vgere  altogether  in  too  exalted  a  state  to  have 
settled  down  into  the  calmness  of  despotism,  without 
a  resolute  struggle.  It  was  in  the  apprehension  of 
such  fatal  half-measures  that  we  prayed  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Congress  to  take  this  step  at  the  outset, 
fearing  that  our  very  victories  might  be  turned  into 
disastrous  of  defeats.  And  we  think  we 
have  had  many  narrow  escapes  from  this  calamity. 
The  strange  confidence  which  the  nation  placed  in 
Gen.  McClellan. — strange,  because  he  had  done  noth¬ 
ing  to  earn  it— was  overruled  for  our  deliverance. 
Any  other  General,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest, 
would  have  captured  Richmond  ten  or  eleven  months 
ago.  The  delay  of  no  other  General  would  have 
been  endured  by  the  country.  Any  other  would  have 
been  kicked  on  to  Richmond  or  kicked  out  of  the 
army.  That  delay  saved  the  rebellion  for  the  time, 
and  destroyed  slavery  for  all  time.  So,  no  other 
General  would  have  been  sustained  by  the  country  in 
the  scheme  of  reaching  Richmond  by  way  of  the 
peninsula  of  Yorktown,  or  could  have  survived  its 
failure.  We  do  not  at  all  impute  to  Gen.  McClellan 
any  false  play  or  treasonable  purpose  in  all  this. 
We  believe,  with  Mr.  Lincoln,  that  he  wished  to  beat 
the  enemy  ;  but  we  cannot  but  be  painfully  aware 
that  he  has  not  succeeded  in  enjoying  the  fruition  of 
that  just  desire,  up  to  this  time.  We  are  willing  to 
believe  that  he  has  done  his  best,  but  he  certainly 

is  not  ended  the  rebellion. 

What  was  needed  to  secure  a  reconciliation,  with- 

tt  detriment  to  slavery,  was  quick  and  resolute 
action.  Had  such  been  had,  the  rebellion  would  have 
been  strangled  in  its  cradle  and  never  grown  up  to 
have  a  giant’s  strength  and  to  use  it  most  like  a  giant. 
The  rebellion  would  have  been  ended,  the  recalci¬ 
trant  States  would  have  come  back  into  line,  they 
would  have  sent  up  their  Senators  and  Representa¬ 
tives,  the  strong  pro-slavery  reaction  which  was  in 
fall  play  before  Sumter  Would  have  spread  and  per¬ 
haps  prevailed  for  a  season  and  the  last  end  of  the 
nation  would  have' been  worse  than  the  first.  Civil 


liberty  would  have  gone  to  the  wall,  or  been  saved 

ily  by  civil  war  which  would  have  divided  the 
orih  against  the  North,  as  well  as  the  North  against 
c  South.  The  reprieve  of  a  year  given  to  slavery 
has  made  its  triumph  impossible,  in  this  kind.  It  has 
given  the  country  time,  opportunity  and  means  to  see 
slavery  in  its  true  colors  and  to  discern  how  inherent 
its  very  nature  is  aggression  and  spreading  tyranny. 
That  of  its  nature  it  must  grow  or  die.  A  year  ago 
great  multitudes  Would  have  counted  it  great  gain 
win  the  revolted  States  back  again  with  all  their 
chains  lor  their  slaves  and  themselves,  because  they 
did  not  see  the  inseparable  nature  of  those  mutual 
bonds,  who  now  see  how  impossible  it  is  for  slavery 
and  liberty  to  dwell  together  in  unity.  Cruel  as  has 
been  the  cost  of  the  last  year,  it  is  cheap  as  the  edu- 
n  of  a  nation  into  the  knowledge  of  what  its 
existence,  its  prosperity  and  its  glory  demand,  now 
anil  for  all  time  to  come.  YVe  believe  that  the  his¬ 
torian  of  this  time  will  trace  the  victory  which 
now  believe  we  will  have  to  record,  through  the 
disasters  and  follies  and  infatuations,  political  and 
personal,  through  which  we  have  passed  and  with 
which  we  are  not  yet  even  entirely  done.  To  sustain 
the  President,  to  enlighten  the  honest  public,  to  expose 
and  denounce  the  insidious  as  well  as  the  impudent 
foes  of  the  nation,  is  now  the  duty  of  every  good  cit¬ 
izen.  A  policy  is  at  last  in  present  opration,  with  a 
yet  greater  “  all  hail,  hereafter,”  and  not  long  here¬ 
after,  neither.  The  dregs  of  such  a  disorder  as 
slavery  may  lurk  long  in  the  constitution  of  the 
American  people,  hut  they  will  he  dispersed  the 
sooner  the  more  thoroughly  and  effectually  the  disea' 
s  broken  up  by  the  wisely  heroic  treatment  of  the 
rood  physician. 


In  spite  of  the  deficiencies  of  the  President’s  procla¬ 
mation— in  spite  of  the  fact  that  its  provision  for  free¬ 
dom  is,  to  so  large  an  extent,  prospective  instead  of  | 
immediate,  and  partial  instead  of  universal — it  has 
already  accomplished  much,  and  in  various  ways, 
towards  the  overthrow  of  the  rebellion,  and  the  esta¬ 
blishment  of  liberty  as  the  corner  stone  of  our  new 
National  edifice. 

It  lias  played  the  part  of  Ithnriel’s  spear  both 
towards  Northern  hunkers  and  Southern  rebels,  dissi¬ 
pating  the  false  pretences  in  which  they  sought  to  con¬ 
ceal  themselves,  and  exposing  both,  in  their  true  char¬ 
acters,  to  public  Contempt 
A  short  time  before  tlie  publication  of  this  important 
paper,  many  of  those  presses  and  individuals  in 
North  who  claim  to  be  considered  preeminently 
servalive  had  become  so  far  encouraged  hy  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  dislike  of  an  emancipation  policy,  as  to  change 
their  course  towards  that  functionary.  Instead  of 
denouncing  him  in  their  former  manner  as  a  mere  par¬ 
tisan,  a  “  sectional  ”  President,  they  began  to  praise  his 
wisdom  and  firmness,  and  went  on  to  proffer  their  spe¬ 
cial  services  in  his  support. 

The  President’s  unworthy  reply  to  Horace  Greeley’s 
letter  gave  new  confidence  to  these  Northern  hunkers, 
and  their  satisfaction  was  increased  by  his  reply 
address  of  the  Chicago  delegation,  which  showed,  they 
thought,  a  fixed  determination  to_stand  by  the  conserva¬ 
tive  policy  in  regard  to  slavery.  Thereupon,  the  men 
and  the  journals  who  had  always  urged  that  policy 
began  to  raise  the  cry  that  the  President  must  be  si 
tained  ;  and  some  unlucky  individuals  of  this  stripe 
Boston  and  Cambridge  excited  their  brethren  of  like 
faith  in  some  principal  towns  of  Massachusetts  to  pub- 
a  protestation  to  this  effect,  with  -their  hands  and 
seals  attached.  The  energy  of  the  language  in  which 
-horn  zeal  for  the  President  was  couched 
makes  it  worth  our  while  to  quote  a  paragraph  from 
the  document  in  question,  as  follows 
“  The  hands  of  the  President,  the  chosen  and  only 
head  of  the  nation,  must  be  strengthened  by  the  peo¬ 
ple.  He  is  striving  in  this  hour  of  peril,  with  all  his 
strength,  to  save  the  country.  Let  the  people  pledge  to 
him  their  most  generous  confidence  and  support— and  not 
turn  from  him  in  coldness ,  or  palsy  his  efforts  with  a  fee¬ 
ble  and  half  confidence.  Pledge,  ihen,  to  the  President 
the  lives  and  fortunes  of  a  united  people.  Let  him  be 
sustained  and  carried  in  triumph  through  the  struggle. 


Think  of  this- as  the  utta^-mu.  r-vW 
oi-  Cambridge,  backed  by  the  signatures  oi  fifteen  hun¬ 
dred  of  the  men  best  known  in  the  movements  of  pro¬ 
slavery  parties,  in  Massachusetts®^^ 

A  very  few  days  after  the  issue  of  this  document, 
the  President’s  proclamation  appeared,  committing 
that  functionary,  and  the  government  of  which  he  id 
the  head,  to  the  very  policy  most  ardently  deprecated 
by  the  fifteen  hundred,  and  making  the  roll  of  their 
printed  names  a  list  of  killed  and  wounded.  An 
looked-for  sequence  of  events  had  caught  them  i 
trap  as  effectually  as  the  plotting  of  their  worst  enemy 
could  have  done  ;  and  these  lovers  of  slavery  have 
now  the  option  of  keeping  their  words,  and  helping  the 
President  in  his  warfare  against  slavery,  or  of  eating 
I  their  words,  and  proving  that  the  loyalty  expressed  in 
their  paragraph  above  quoted  was  hollow  and  decep¬ 
tive,  a  specimen  of  that  “  conditional  loyalty  ”  which 
they  have  been  forward  in  stigmatizing. 

Besides  unmasking  these  Northern  men  with  South¬ 
ern  principles,  the  President’s  proclamation  compelled 
the  reptile  of  Secession  to  drop  one  of  its  customary 
disguises,  and  appear  exposed  in  its  native  deformity. 

I  One  of  the  false  pretences  made  by  agents  of  the 
rebels  abroad  and  at  home  was  that  their  movement 
was  not  made  in  behalf  of  slavery.  This  is  the  device 
by  which  they  hoped  to  secure  European  intervention 
in  their  behalf ;  and  their  agents  in  France  and  England 
have  constantly  pointed  to  the  slave  States  still  acting 
with  the  Federal  government  as  proving  that  North 
and  South  stood  precisely  on  the  same  ground  in  regard 
the  maintenance  of  slavery.  Now  that  the  Presi¬ 
dent  ha^  formally  attacked  the  existence  of  slavery 
among  the  rebels,  while  at  the  same  time  he  proposes 
to  Congress  a  series  of  measures  looking  to  its  peace¬ 
able  extirpation  from  the  loyal  States,  that  pretence, 
whether  wholly  or  only  partially  false,  would  soon  have 
been  exposed  and  rendered  inoperative,  in  the  natural 
course  of  things,  even  if  the  Confederate  Congress  had 
not  completed  the  exposure  by  their  late  paroxysm  of 
fury.  But  since  they  fall  iuto  a  rage  at  the  first  men- 
of  extensive  practical  interference  with  slavery 
by  the  United  States  government,  and  propose,  in  retali¬ 
ation,  to  exterminate  every  Northern  soldier,  and 
henceforth  disregard  the  liumaner  limitations  of  civil¬ 
ized  warfare  (as  if  they  had  ever  observed  those  limi¬ 
tations),  it  is  plain  not  only  tha|  slavery  is  very  pre¬ 
cis  in  their  eyes,  but  that  they  consider  it  most 
•iously  endangered  by  the  President’s  proclamation. 
We  trust  that  no  reader  of  Tin;  Standard  failed  to 
notice  an  extract  from  the  Richmond  Dispatch  in  our 
last  number,  pointing  out  the  custom  of  the  slaves  to 
escape  as  fast  as  the  presence  of  our  armies  gave 
them  the  opportunity,  and  declaring  that  many  mas- 
1  are  deluded  by  implicit  confidence  in  the  fidelity 
of  their  servants.”  While  Southern  men  are  openly 
making  such  admissions,  their  Northern  parasites  may 
as  well  cease  from  pretending  either  that  the  slaves  are 
contented  with  their  bondage,  or  that  the  President’s 
proclamation  will  be  inoperative,  a  bndum  Julmen,  a 
powerless  threat.

Of  course,  the  stroke  would  have  told  with  vastly 
greater  effect  had  the  emancipation  been  immediate 
instead  of  prospective.  If  news  had  come  to  the  rebel 
Congress  and  the  rebel  army  that  they  had  already 
lost  their  slaves,  instead  of  being  merely  threatened 
with  the  loss  of  them  in  three  months,  it  would  have 
given  a  far  mors  serious  shock  to  their  counsels  and  to 
their  military  movements.  Abraham  Lincoln  could  at 
once  have  placed  a  loyal  force  in  the  rear  of  every 
rebel  force,  embarrassing  tbeir  return  home  not  less 
thau  their  advance  into  Maryland  or  Pennsylvania.  He 
could  have  inflicted  upon  the  whole  body  of  the  enemy 
a  shock  more  stunning  than  Stonewall  Jackson  ever 
brought  upon  any  portion  of  our  forces. 

The  mistake  of  not  having  done  this  is  as  great  in  a 
moral  and  religious  as  in  a  military  point  of  view  j 
because  our  duty,  yet  more  than  our  military  neces¬ 
sity,  demands  the  abolition  of  slavery.  God  has  a 
controversy  with  this  nation,  on  account  of  its  sin  of 
oppression.

CHARLES  SUMNER  IN  FANEUlL  ITALL. 

Boston,  October  7,  1862 

The  meeting  yesterday  in  Faneuil  Hall  was  most 
truly,  and  in  the  best  sense,  a  great  one.  It  was  great 
numbers,  great  in  the  character  of  those  who  consti¬ 
tuted  and  supported  it,  great  in  the  exrthusiam  with 
which  it  greeted  ami  sustained  the  President’s  procla¬ 
mation,  his  emancipation  policy,  and  the 
ore  clearly  than  ever  a  war  for  justice,  liberty,  and 
true  and  enduring  Union.  And  especially 
great  in  tbe  sentiments  and  principles  enunciated  from 
platform,  both  in  the  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted  with  the  most  hearty  demonstrations  of  satis¬ 
faction  and  applause,  and  in  the  magnificent  address 
of  the  eloquent,  patriotic,  and  honored  Senator  of 
Massachusetts,  Hon.  Charles  Sumner,  to  which  the 
vast  audience  gave  not  merely  willing,  but  delighted 
audience  for  fully  two  hours.  The  meeting  was  a 
hopeful  augury  for  Boston— a  city  too  long  cursed  by 
tbe  concentration  here  of  the  lords  and  subalterns  of 
the  liquor  traffic,  of  shelved  and  disappointed  politi¬ 
cians  from  all  parts  of  New  England,  of  political  dema¬ 
gogues  of  the  lowest  ard  most  shaineless  description 
(by  whom  the  large  Irish  population  here  lias  been 
deceived  and  misled  to  an  extent  unparalleled 
other  city  or  section  of  the  country),  and  of  those  poor 
ignorant  and  wretched  creatures,  victimized  by  the 
classes  before-mentioned  and  especially  by  ready 
access s_to  vile  liquors,  creatures  of  whom,  as  you  look 
into  their  dreadful  countenances  disfigured  by  every 
low  passion  and  habit,  you  instinctively  question 
whether  they  really  belong  to  the  rank  of  humanity 
to  that  of  the  wild  beast  of  prey.  Some  one  hundred 
of  these,  were  in  the  vast  meeting  at  Faneuil  Hall  yes¬ 
terday— in  it,  but  not  of  it — summoned  thitheT 
whose  instigation  no  one  doubts,  who  endeavored  hy 
such  ways  as  came  easy  and  natural  to  them 
rupt  and  embarrass  the  meeting  and  Mr.  Sumner  ;  but 
who  utterly  failed  to  accomplish  their  disgraceful  pur¬ 
pose,  being  (not  shamed,  that  was  impossible,  but) 
completely  overborne  by  tbe  perfect  unanimity  and 
hearty  demonstrations  of  the  meeting.  It  was  a  great 
day,  too,  for  Massachusetts,  witnessing  the  return  of 
Mr.  Sumner  to  her  capital  city  at  nearly  the  close  of 
his  second  term  of  service  as  her  Senator,  his  i 
phant  vindication  of  the  course  he  has  pursued 
United  States  Senate,  and  the  unanimous  verdict  of 
his  constituents  in  Faneuil  Hall — “Well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant.’ 

Gov.  Andrew  had  been  expected  to  preside,  and  the 
disappointment  at  his  absence  was  great ;  bnt  the 
son  of  it  was  sufficient  for  the  audience,  he  being 
detained  in  Washington  by  official  duties  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  soldiers  now  in  the  government  hospitals 
Washington  and  elsewhere.  The  disappointment  feltalso 
at  the  absence  of  Richard  Bnsteed,  Esq.,  of  your  city, 
was  very  great  indeed.  Mr.  Busteed  had  accepted  the 
Committee’s  invitation  to  he  present,  and  to  address 
the  meeting,  but  at  a  late  hour  he  wrote  to  them

Hon  William  Clafilin,  Chairman  of  the  State  Repub¬ 
lican  Committee,  was  chosen  to  preside.  The  organiza¬ 
tion  was  completed  by  a  long  list  of  Vice-Presidents, 

I  etc.,  bearing  the  names  oi  some  of  tlie  most  intelligent, 
honored,  and  influential  men  of  the  State. 

I  Mr.  Sumner,  in  proceeding  with  his  address,  read  a 
portion  of  the  President’s  proclamation  of  September 
22d, -calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  emancipation 
was  not  wholly  prospective,  but  in  a  very  important 
degree  immediate— giving  freedom  at  onee  to  slaves  of  ] 
rebels,  or  of  persons  aiding  the  rebellion,  coming  with¬ 
in  the  lines  of  the  army,  and  to  all  slaves  captured 
from  such  persons,  or  deserted  by  them,  and  coming 
under  control  of  the  United  States,  and  all  slaves  of 
such  persons  found  or  being  in  places  occupied  by  the 
forces  of  the  United  States.  Already  this  amounts 
great  number  made  absolutely  and  at  once  free,  which 
will  daily  swell  until  it  becomes  a  multitude.  Thank 
God,  said  Mr.  Sumner,  that  I  live  to  see  this  day — that 
my  eyes  have  beheld  this  great  salvation.  And  the 
vast  body  of  people  arose  with  one  consent  and  with 
the  deepest  feeling,  tlie  ladies  waving  their  handker¬ 
chiefs,  and  the  men  giving  cheer  upon  cheer  with  a 
heartiness  perfectly  electric. 

He  did  not  fail  to  notice  the  seditions  and 
able  movements  which  under  the  specious  name  of  “  No 
Party,”  was  lately  started  in  this  city  and  Cambridge. 
He  quoted,  and  applied  to  it,  Col.  Benton’s  sarcasm, 
that  one  might  always  Jie  sure,  when  the  “  No  Party 
cry  was  raised,  that  its  movers  stood  ready  to  become 
head  or  tail  of  any  party  however  shameless 
that  would  receive  them.  And  when  closing  his 
speech,  refering  to  the  same  discontented  and  spiteful 
men  who  were  to  hold  their  “  People’s  Convention 
next  day  in  tlie  same  place,  he  said.  “  Above  all,  let 
no  one  of  us  join  himself  to  the  enemy,  even  though  he 
should  pitch  his  tent  for  a  little,  even  here  in  Faneuil 
Hall.” 

He  referred  incidently  to  the  fact  that  during  the 
entire  time  of  his  two  terms  in  the  Senate  (covering  a 
period  of  twelve  years)  he  had  never  once  been  at 
home  during  a  session  of  Congress,  and  never  absent 
from  his  place  a  single  day—11  save  when  compelled  by 
illness  ” — uttering  these  words  slowly  and  with  em¬ 
phasis.  He  challenged  inquiry  of  the  closest  and 
most  critical  kind  into  his  public  life.  “I  fear 
inquiry  ”  said  he  “  even  though  instigated  by  the 
venom  of  political  party.”  He  replied  to  specific 
charges  most  commonly  made  against  him,  viz. :  That 
he  had  called  slavery  a  barbarism— which  he  candidly 
owned  he  had,  and  he  reaffirmed  it  then  and  there :  that 
he  had  brought  slavery  too  often  before  Congress  and 
the  nation  ;  that  ho  had  made  the  slave  and  liis  inte- 
too  prominent,  and  the  like.  Then  he  read  Ed¬ 
mund  Burke’s  splendid  defence  of  himself  in  his  letter 
to  the  electors  of  Bristol,  and  claimed  that,  however 
unlike  that  great  man  in  intellect  or  in  fame,  lie  might 
make  the  same  defence  for  himself. 

He  argued  that  the  war  had  been  waged,  and  should 
be  waged,  simply  to  put  down  the  rebellion— that  it 
was  not  to  overthrow  slavery,  however,  that  might 
become  through  the  madness  of  the  slaveholders  an 
mnevitable  consequence.  To  put  down  the  rebellion 
was  the  absolute  duty  of  the  government.  “There  is 
nothing  which  the  President  may  not  constitutionally 
do,  to  put  down  the  rebellion.  Inaction  only  is  uncon¬ 
stitutional  now.” 

He  quoted  with  overwhelming  effect  the  language 
of  Thomas  Jefferson,  that  if  the  British  had  landed  in 
Virginia  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  emancipated 
tlie  slaves,  it  would  have  been  entirely  right.  And  this 
war,  he  said,  can  never  be  ended  successfully  without  | 

1  appeal  to  tlio  enslaved  millions  of  the  South. 

Freedom  is  now,  said  Mr.  S.,  the  policy  of  tlie  gov- 1 
ernment.  Whoever  opposes  emancipation,  acts  as  hos-
